three.’’ There have been 
previous county simulations, 
usually two per year. “Last 
year we worked with 
hospitals and their emergency 
plans,’ remembers Tracy. 
Previous simulations 
involved local schools and 
hospitals. One situation was a 
simulated school bus 
accident, which involved 40 
victims. During ‘this 
simulation, a doctor from 
Utah Valley Hospital was 


driven to the site of the 
accident where he taggéd 
“victims,” according to the 
severity of their injuries. “We 
were trying to assess the 
Capabilities of the 
paramedics, as well as the 
doctors at the hospital,” says 
Dr. Wendell Gadd, a member 
of the disaster committee at 
the Utah Valley Hospital. 

Dr. Gadd explains that 
during a disaster situation at 
the hospital, doctors on call 
are brought into the 


emergency ward to treat 
victims who are coming in 
ambulances. “You need to 
assess your ability to 
communicate with police and 
the sheriff,’ says Dr. Gadd. 
“Last year we used students 
from Provo High School, who 
were interested, and were 
quite good actors.” The 
injured victims brought in 
had fractures, skull injuries, 
as well as other patients who 
were in shock.

important because “Provo 
must use all of its resources 
before asking for county 
aid,” says Tracy. Each level 
of government has its own 
plan, and the more complete 
the plans at each level, the 
more capable that level is. 
“The disaster simulation is a 
success because you learn of 
your weaknesses and 
strengths,” says Tracy. 

During the simulation, the 
information is fed back to the 
EOC. After the simulation,

the test will be evaluated. The 
schools as well as the 
hospitals will be able to assess 
theiz. strengths and 
weaknesses and make changes 
accordingly, says Tracy. 

Although this-simulation is 
an earthquake, the disaster 
Dilan On Prove = Gity 
encompasses many other 
disasters. Individual plans for 
each type of. disaster are 
listed under disaster headings, 
says Chief Nielsen. 

Disasters listed in the 
planes include earthquakes, 
floods, major structural fires, 
forest and wildland fires, 
damaging winds, public 
demonstrations and civil 
disturbances, chemical and 
radiological accidents, severe 
winter storms, transportation 
accidents, bomb attack and 
enemy attack. 


For each type of disaster, 
there are plans which tell the 
best ways to handle the 
situation. This not only 
involves rescue, but 
application of repair, fire 
control and maintaining the 
peace, among many others, 
says Chief Nielsen. “From the 
simulation, each department 
in the Provo Commission will 
be able to self evaluate and 
find their weaknesses or 
strengths,” says Tracy. “It’s 
like a lot of little exercises 
going on in a big one,” he 
adds. 


‘““One simulated disaster 
involved BYU where a 
chemistry building exploded 
injuring 100 persons These 
‘victims,’ were tagged and 
taken to the health center or 
Utah Valley Hospital. This 
was three or four years ago, 
and they were transported by 
the County Jeep Patrol,”’ says 
Tracy. 


The simulation for the 
week of April 4 will mostly 
involve the schools and 
hospitals as well as the EOC. 
“Provo City’s disaster plan is 
pretty good, and covers all 
the departments within the 
Commission,” says Tracy. 
“Each department still should 
write an annex like the Police 
department has done.” 


POT br OvViorn@ity.. =the 
simulation will be an 
opportunity to see how the 
disaster plan holds up during 
an earthquake. “We want to 
test it, and then -critique it 
and make any changes,” says 
Nielsen. “I must know what I 
can do for the citizens.” 


After the simulation and 
evaluation, the greatest task is 
to notify the public about the 
plan. “Each neighborhood 
should have its own plan,” 
says Nielsen. “We can’t do 
that much here, we are only a 
handful of men, compared to 
hundreds of citizens.’’ 
Through use of the disaster 
plan, each neighborhood 
chairman will be able to 
know what to expect and do 
in his area. 


“We are talking about a 
variety of things,” says Chief 
Nielsen. “You can never tell 
when a big jet airliner could 
crash in Provo City and wipe 
out several rows of houses. 
That’s something that is hard 
to cope with,” adds Chief 
Nielsen. “But on the other 
hand, I'm pleased with the 
disaster plan. I think Provo 
City could cope fairly well 
with a disaster situation.”

with 12 cylinders and two 
spark plugs for each cylinder 
was awarded the National 
first prize of Antique 
Automobile Club of America 
in 1973. Lord Fairhaven paid 
$38,000 for the car. It is now 
valued at $125,000. 

“It’s just like new,” Losee 
says as he steps into the 
driver’s seat and starts the 
engine. Dennis Balchin, the 
balding and bearded British 
mechanical engineer whom 
Losee has hired to care for 
the cars, moves over and talks 
above the barely audible hum 
of the car’s finely-tuned 
engine. ““The chassis was built 
by Rolls Royce, but the 
coach was built by Barker 
(Coach Builders) Ltd.,” he 
says. “There was sort of an 
unwritten law among coach 
builders,” he explains, “never 
to copy the body style of one 
car for another. At a casual 
look, two of these old Rolls 
Royces might look the same, 
but they are not.” 

Losee moves over to the 
yellow 1915 Stutz Bearcat 
with a monicle windshield, 
which is round like a monicle 
eyeglass, about two feet in 
diameter and serves to shield 
the driver only. The car is one 
of eight of its kind left in the 
entire world. Losec looks at it 
and remarks, “‘There was an 
era when the U.S. built the 
finest cars in the world. Part 
of the reason I collect these 
cars is to hold on to our 
heritage,” he adds. Then he 
pulls the fuel pump out and 
presses the starter down. The 
Bearcat’s powerful engine 
starts in a great roar. The din 
of this Indianapolis racing car 
provides a remarkable 
contrast to the soft purr of 
the Rolls Royce. 

From the time automobiles 
first came into fashion until 
the Second World War, 
former builders of luxury 
carriages were designing and 
building coaches for luxury 
automobiles. A wealthy 
aristocrat might spend 
$12,500 for a Rolls Royce 
chassis and engine plus the 
high costs of an artistically 
designed and crafted coach. 
In car history, it was the era 
of. the classics. “It is an era 
people are searching for,” 
notes Mrs. JoAnn Losee. 
“People are tired of falseness 
and want something genuine, 
but can’t find it today,” she 
Says as she surveys the 
sweeping, flamboyant fenders 
of an old Mercedes Benz. The 
old cars in their collection, 
she adds, represent the 
> pDemhect! 7s cars. the 
“ultimate” cars from the time 
when car-building was an art. 
“They are something genuine, 
something of worth, and we 
want to share them with 
others,” she says, noting they 
spend many hours showing

the autos to youth, civic, and 
church groups. 

Other classics in the Losee 
collection include a 1935 
Mercedes-Benz, one of 18 
luxury parade cars built for 
high-ranking officials of 
Hitler's Third Reich; a 1939 
Mercedes made for the 
French ambassador to 
Mexico; a 1920 Silver Ghost 
Rolls Royce built for the 
maharajah of Bapole, Indiana; 
and a 1923 Rolls Royce. 

The Losee collection also 
includes several of the finest 
exotic sports cars ever 
constructed. “It’s very rare to 
find such a collection of 
exotic cars,” notes Losee, 
adding he is probably ahead 
of the times because most car 
collectors are not interested 
in exotics yet. Most of 
these exotic sports cars are no 
longer built or are no longer 
shipped to the U.S. “The car 
“manufacturers were not 
willing to crash these $35,000 
cars in the standards tests 
before importing them,” he 
explains. And with smog 
controls and tight speed 
limits, it is not possible to use 
these high performance cars 
with speed capacities over 
165 m.p.h. in the way they 
were designed to be used. 

The 1971 Lamborghini 
Murasv style is probably the 
prize of Losee’s exotic cars. 
“Most people would consider 
it the most beautiful sports 
Car -6Vver butt me losee 
declares. The 12 cylinder, 4 
cam shaft auto is one of only 
six in the country. With a 
transmission, engine, and 
final drive made of one block 
sitting transversely behind the 
driver, the car has a powerful 
torque because the engine sits 
right over the back wheels. 
The car can approach 200 
m.p.h. but Losee could only 
drive it at 55 m.p.h. when he 
drove it from Miami to Utah 
after purchasing it in 1974. 
The car has five gears, but 


Losee never got it out of 


second on the trip. 


Other exotic sports cars in 
the collection include a 1971 
Maseratigibly spider, one of 
25 in the U.S. whose engine 
Losee calls a “‘masterpiece;” a 
1963 Maserati birdcage, one 
of the first midengine racing 
cars and one of only six ever 
built; (four seater) 1970 365 
2 plus 2 Ferrari, which Losee 
calls one of the most 
luxurious Ferraris ever 
brought to the U.S.: a 1967 
Bizzarin; a 1971 blue DB SV8 
Asto-Martin, of which only 
50 ever left England; and a 
1965 Ferrari GTB4.

“Cars as a work of art appeal

Not sanctimonious 


In playing President Young. 
his favorite of the five parts, 
Presnell didn’t try to be 
sanctimonious. “I attempted 
not to become pompous in 
any way. I think his dignity 
lies--tn the fact. that he 
believed totally in his course. 
Pious, I can’t play. I see 
something very humorous in 
piety. It’s almost like playing 
sincere. It’s almost impossible 
for me.” 

Sundgard wrote the script 
intending for one actor to 
play those five parts. “TI 
found that Brigham Young 
died very early.” he says 
“And yet his spirit continued. 
I wanted to have a leader. I 
thought -he could change 
costumes and be the same 
character. It arises from the 
type of theater Max Golightly 
calls ‘presentational.’ ”’ 

The whole play, in the 
words of Miss Smeath, is “a 
romantic look back.” “Even 
the costumes will not be as 
drab and blurry as_ those 
times.” A lot of hot pastels, 
pale blues and lavendars are 
worn, along with the basi 
white outfit. : 

Says Golightly, “It’s like 
we see actors saying ‘come 
along and let’s look back and 
see this university. We'll take 
the part of the people we’re 
going to look at.” 


BYU Talent 


Other than Presnell and 
Sundgard, all of the talent in 
“Brigham” comes from BYU.

morale of the cast, he’s a 
performer himself, he 
understands literature and 
he’s well organized.” 

“Max is more responsible 
for this attitude of the 
different characters I play,” 
says Presnell. “He rejects all 
of my ideas except the ones 
that will work.” 

“‘A director,” Golightly 
says, “must be aware of all 
facets Of life. He must have 
experienced sorrow, 
frustration and joy himself.” 

Working closely with 
Sundgard, another home 
talent of BYU, Newell 
Dayley, began composing the 
music for the play in May of 
1975. His goal was “‘to sound 
contemporary but give the 
feel of the old. If I actually 
wrote it in an old style, it 
wouldn’t communicate to 
people today.” 

The set of “Brigham,” says 
Woodbury, ‘“‘is the most 
elaborate and costly set we’ve 
ever constructed here.” 

“I think it’s safe to say,” 
says Dr. Pope “this is the 
largest indoor set in the state 
of Utah.” 


Marriott Canyon 


Says Presnell, “It’s like 
playing in the Grand 
Canyon.” 


Designing a set for the 
Marriott Center presented 
special problems. It had to 
Trepresent a variety of time 
periods and locations, such as 
an early Provo schoolhouse, 
the church offices. in Salt 
Lake, the BYU expedition to 


South America, the Lewis 
building burning down, the 
ZCMI warehouse, lower 
campus and an area 


representing the Celestial 
Kingdom. It had to leave 
room for the dancing and 
chorus numbers of the cast of 
150, 

“Couple that,” says Dr. 
Pope, “‘with scheduling 
around basketball games, 
moving scenery and lighting 
problems.” Then when Dr. 
Pope got the idea of his series 
of 11 smaller stages, it kept 
the huge stage from 
overwhelming the actor and 
made vertical, as well as 
horizontal, movements 
possible. 


Problems in sound 


Sound was the next 
problem. Projecting voices in 
the MAC was impossible. 
Microphones would be sloppy 
and confining. With ‘portable 
wireless microphones, there 
could be electronic 
interferences, malfunctions 
and extraneous background 
noises. 

“So we finally decided on 
stereophonic sound;” says Dr. 
Pope. “Three large speaker 
clusters have been specially 
designed and mounted behind 
the stage.” 

Those in the production 
wouldn’t call it a taped 
performance.Sundgard calls it 
**a <projection of ‘the 
performance to fill the vast 
space of the theater.” 

The performers aren’t just 
mouthing the words. They 
sing and talk with the 
recordings. Says Presnell, 
“You actually perform as 
though you didn’t have the 
tape.” 

All around those involved 
are pleased with the outcome.

ROTC sees real action 
in mock war games

CAMP WILLIAMS, Utah — 
Bullets jangle as the ‘Vostok 
Vipers’ maneuver swiftly 
through the sagebrush to 
head off the enemy. Out of 
breath, they arrive at the 
ambush point. Lying 
motionless, bellies down in 
the dirt, 22 men wait for the 
action to begin. Hours pass as 
the enemy inches their way 
across the open field. Any 
movement might give away 
the viper’s location. Their 
muscles tighten. Nerves grow 
tense from the sound of 
distant battle. Cold seeps into 
their bones. ‘ 

The enemy is near. Every 
brush of their pants, every 
whisper of their voices slips 
through the night to the 
vipers ears. The word is 
passed to open fire. 

First, a single burst. Then a 
barrage .of gunfire like 
lightening rips through the 
midnight air. Parachute flares 
change the darkened horizon 
into an explosion of burning 
red. Half a squad at a time, 
the Vipers retreat: into the 
darkness. Smoke grenades 
obscure the horizon. 
Tumbling through sagebrush, 
twisting ankles, they escape 
across the rocky terrain to 
their second objective. The 
sky, once void of even stars, 
is filled with the smoke of the 
preceeding battle. 


Vostok Vipers 


“The Vostok Vipers are an 
elite fighting team from 
mother Russia,’ explains one 
viper. In reality they are the 
aggressor squad for BYU’s 
Army ROTC spring training 
at Camp Williams. The Vipers 
are made up of MS-4’s, fourth 
year cadets. Their purpose is 
to provide simulated combat 
confrontations with the 
regulars, less experienced 
cadets. The regulars in turn 
must out-smart the Vipers 
and conquer their military 
objectives. 

This is the first year for the 
Vostok Vipers. Normally 
MS-4’s are assigned to lead 
the regulars on patrols and 
some are organized to give 
minor resistance. Never 
before has there been a 
regimented, mock-commu- 
nist, aggressor unit. Yet 
neither has there been more 
MS-4’s than the ROTC 
commanders knew what to 
do with.

The idea to make the 
aggressor unit “communist” 
came from Cadet Major David 
Pond. Cadet Pond, commonly 
spoken of as Czar Pondov by 
his men, is a senior in 
Business Management. He is 
responsible for the flavor and 
pageantry created by the 
“political indoctrination” of 
his troops. 

“The bourgeoisie seeks the 
capitalistic exploitation’ of 
thé poor working class 
through (fascist. like 
militarism,” Czar Pondov 
calls out emphatically at a 
political rally. “Only the 
venom of the viper’s vengence 
can bring justice to this 
perilous evil,” he continues 
-amid the cheers and chants of 
his comrades at arms.

Blood 
Sacrificed in the great 
revolution to -liberate the 
motherland is symbolized by 
the star’s red color. “The 
soiled flag dangles from the 
tip of a mop handle, symbolic 
of the umpretentious working 
class, according to Czar 
Pandov. 


Not a joke 


Underneath the joking 
there is the serious realization 
that such beliefs exist. 
Communist forces believe 
they are fighting for the 
liberation -of the people. “I 
just hope they don’t start to 
believe it,” says Lt. Colonel 
about the Viper’s 
political rallies. 

Spirits are high as the 
Vipers truck down the 
highway towards the combat 
area, A bag of chocolate chip 
cookies empties itself as soon 
as it is opened. Singing 
abounds. Anti-facism. chants 
continue until the noise of 
the rattling truck overcomes 
them. The men cling fast to 
their rifles as dust fills the 
truck. The “duce-and-half,” 
army personnel carrier, jostles 
down the bumpy road. 

Soldiers spring from the 
truck and fall in for their last 
Not meals. + *G. rations. 
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affectionately called ‘tC rats” 
by the men, are not bad 
tasting to a starving man. “If 
you get captured take your 
cyanide capsule, in other 
words your “C” ration’, 
commands Czar Pondovy.
